Mr, Byron explained that 
with the case of Morinville, 
“when developments occur 
outside the adjacent, imme~ 
diate, existing, residential 
properties that this devel- 
opment should in some man~ 
ner contribute to the cost of 
that facility (the capital cost)

stressed that the sum will 
initially be used to pay for 
the debenture although the 
latet additions would be part 
of the capital funding in order 
to ‘expand the facility. He 
stated that the fee does not 
terminate at the time that 
the construction is complet- 
ed,

Coun, Hudson asked for clar- 
ification from Mr, Byron.

There are many areas of 
work going forward and many 
widely differing kinds of 
work to be done from 
hammer and saw jobs to 
audio visual interviews to 
research and cataloguing. 
Everyone who would like to 
be involved in any way at all 
is invited to the meeting of 
the Society on Thursday eve- 
ning (Oct. 17) at the Percy 
Page Centre, (on the north 
side of the Perron Street 
bridge on Mission Avenue). 
The time is 8 p.m. 

Sever projects are under- 
way, with particular empha- 
sis on Identification and In- 
ventory of historic build- 
ings being given in the com- 
ing season, 

The National Inventory of 
Historic Buildings, Ottawa, 
has offered assistance tothe 
Historical Society, by way 
of providing research people 
for a workshop session, in- 
structing in ways that in- 
ventories can be made. 

The Society is alarmed 
at the rapid demolition of 
old buildings in St. Albert 
and anxious to identify old 
structures before they are 
destroyed. ‘‘If St. Albert be-

It is rather surprising that the proposal of the Mayor, 
not opposed apparently by the other members of Council, 
that the present lagoon site should become the site of 
St, Albert’s major recreation area, has not been ques~- 
tioned during the vigorous campaigning preceding today’s 
election, 


Mayor Gibbon announced at the Comet hockey banquet 
last spring that if he were re-elected mayor in October 
a new 5,000 seat arena would be built on this site. 


There are a number of disadvantages to this site, the 
major one being the cost of reclamation which would 
require an enormous amount of fill, with rough estimates 
in the hundreds of thousands, up toahalf million dollars, 


The site is poorly located to serve the present commun- 
ity, being some two miles from downtown and consider- 
ably further from some newer neighborhoods, Thirdly 
the access road would need a great deal of upgrading 
and involves crossing a railway track, The alternative 
is presumably a new access road, Both the reclamation 
work and the road work would take two or more years 
to complete, according to one local businessman in the 
field. 


On the other hand the brief of the Chamber of Commerce 
to the Provincial Government asks the co-operation of 
government departments for funding the reclamation of 
the lagoon site as a light industrial park, In this case

All Alberta watching Vimy sewer’ ~ 


By Jim McIntyre 

All of Alberta was watch- 
ing the hamlet of Vimy last 
Wednesday as it took a solid 
step to installing Alberta's 
first low cost rural modi- 
fied sewer system. 

A crowd of about 150 ham- 
let residents and students 
watched gleefully as white 
helmeted St, Albert MLA 
Ernie Jamison strode up and 
into a back-hoe decked with 
red ribbons to perform the 
sod-turning ceremony, The 
people cheered as the mach- 
ine’s mechanical shovel bit 
into the gravel of the main 
street near the hamlet’s 
community centre to inaug- 
urate a new era in sewage 
disposal for hamlet resi- 
dents, For them it repre- 
sented the turn of the tide 
in their long battle to get a 
sewage disposal system 
which would eliminate the 
health hazard in neighbor- 
ing fields and ditches at a 
reasonable cost, 

With the sod-turning cere- 
mony over, everyone went 
into the community centre to 
listen to the story of how 
Vimy, against considerable 
odds, managed to finance its 


own plastic pipe sewer dis- 
posal system for one third 
the price of a conventional 
system, 

Jim Henderson, chairman 
of the Vimy Coop, told how 
the people of Vimy got the 
go-ahead on their $40,000 
disposal system, 

“One and a half years ago 
we came to the doors of the 
residents and got such a 
favorable reply that we took 
the case to the MD (of West- 
lock) and they encouraged 
us to go ahead, We then had 
further meetings and brought 
in the Sturgeon Health Unit,’’ 
he said, 

He told how Ken McAm- 
mond, Senior Public Health 
Inspector for the Sturgeon 
Health Unit, along with MLA 
Ernie Jamison eventually 
organized a trip to Marshall 
Sask,, where Mr. McAmm- 
ond knew a sewer system 
was operating at a price 
Vimy could afford. 

**After further talks with 
Bob McLaughlin, Reeve of 
the MD of Westlock and Mr, 
McAmmond and Mr, Jami- 
son we talked to Minister of 
the Environment Bill Yurko 
and it was clear that many

communites had inadequate 
sewer systems,"’ said Mr. 
Henderson, 

Before the sod turning 
ceremony Mr. McLaughlin 
told the Gazette that Mr. 
Yurko had been very con- 
cerned and interested 
“though the engineers 
weren't so enthusiastic, ”’ 

The minister said they 
would make further studies 
and a firm was commiss- 
ioned to this end. However 
when. the results came out 
last year the costs were 
found to be prohibitive. But 
by then it’ was clear said 
Mr. McLaughlin we could do 
the job for one third the De- 
partment of the Environ- 
ment’s price, Finally, Mr. 
McLaughlin added, with the 
Vimy Coop going it alone, 
they (the Coop), came up 
against the problem of mon- 
ey SO we said we would back 
them if something went 
wrong. 

Mr, Jamison told the for- 
um that he had been contacted 
by Mr. McAmmond one and 
a half years ago to attend a 
meeting of interested Vimy 
residents about the sewer 
problem. When we got to the 
meeting he said, the hall just 
kept filling until there was 
close to 100 people there, I 
felt this problem presented 
a challenge that I could really 
get my teeth into,’’ he added. 

He said that 400 centres 
had their eyes on what was 
taking place at Vimy and 
extended the Government’s 
best wishes for the proj- 
ect’s success, ‘‘Just carry 
on,’’ he encouraged, 

Also speaking during the 
proceedings Mr. McLaughlin 
said he hoped the people of 
Picardville were watching 
and that they would follow 
Vimy’s lead. He praised the 
persistence of the commun- 
ity which “showed what the 
people can do if they push

He pointed out that Vimy 
had put in the line and lag- 
oon and that there would be 
a mandatory hook-up to the 
system within a few weeks, 
Individuals who have not al- 
ready done so must supply 
their own pump tank and line 
This costs $10 per month 
or $1100 over a 20 year 
period, 

Mr. McAmmond told the 
forim that Vimy was the 
first community in Alberta 
to have a modified sewage 
disposal system. “I have 
been here eight years,’ he 
said ‘and I have been con- 
cerned seeing the flow on 
the surface (of fields) and 
in the ditches as it may 
produce disease,’’ He poin- 
ted out that in Saskatche- 
wan’s rural areas this sys- 
tem had been working very 
well for 10 years, One ob- 
vious benefit of it was that 
the water supply had far less 
chance of being contamina- 
ted, 

He said the way they are 
plowing in gas-lines these 
days it is quite feasible to 
put in sewer lines the same 
way, 

Farmer's Advocate Hel- 
mut Entrup speaking on be- 
half of Dr, Hugh Horner, 
Minister of Agriculture, said 
he was amazed how Vimy 
had been able to get the sys- 
tem in for such low cost, He 
said it was certainly helping 
to fight inflation and added 
that it was cooperation which 
had enabled the community 
to have an expensive facility 
for one third of the price.

He said he was all 
for the quality of life and 
was delighted that the health 
factors people in cities en- 
joyed were now available to 
Vimy. 

When the new sewer sys- 
tem is fully operational it 
will mean that Vimy resi- 
dent will no longer have to 
haul and dump sewage or 
have it contaminating their 
fields and ditches, 

Cess-pool sewage will be 
a thing of the past once the 
lines are put down on Main 
Street and connected to 
homes,
